tate Vineyard tied Hazlitt 1852

the top prize at the 36th annual 
New York Wine Classic, on July

The winning wines were Ha- 
zlitt’s Solera Sherry and Wolffer’s 
2020 Diosa Late-Harvest, both of 
which also tied in the Best Des- 
sert Wine category. Wolffer was 
among a half dozen East End 
wineries to earn top honors at the 
New York Wine & Grape Founda- 
tion (NYWGF) competition. 

“This year’s winners are stel- 
lar examples of the high-quality 
wine we've come to know and love 
in our state,” Gov. Kathy Hochul 
said. 

Weis Vineyards from the Finger 
Lakes was awarded with Winery 
of the Year for best overall show- 
ing. NYWGF partnered with the 
Beverage - Testing Institute to 
judge the nominees with a panel 
of beverage directors, somme- 
liers, top bartenders, retail buyers 
and educators. 

Of the other five local wines to 
win best of class, Peconic-based 
Osprey’s Dominion won _ two. 
The vineyard won Best Cabernet 
Franc with its 2015 vintage and 
Best Red Blend Vinifera for its 
2015 Flight Meritage. 

Suhru Wines in Cutchogue won 
Best Other Red Vinifera Varietal 
with its 2020 Teroldego, McCall 
Wines, which is also based in 
Cutchogue, took home Best Pinot 
Noir with its 2014 Corchaug Es- 
tate Reserve and Harbes Vineyard 
in Mattituck won Best Merlot with 
its 2014 Barrel Fermented. 


CPF Revenues Still 
Down, But Riverhead 
Sees. Spike

The first five months of data for the Peconic Bay 
Community Preservation Fund (CPF) show revenues 
are still lower than last year, but the figures remain at 
historic highs. While all five East End towns are seeing 
less CPF money, Riverhead Town has taken in nearly 
50% more so far in 2022. 

Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr., the architect of 
the 2% tax on all real estate transfers, reported that 
2022 revenues totaled $89.59 million for the first five 
months of the year. The figure is 4.4% lower than the 
same period in 2021 when $93.69 eat was collected 
by the five towns. 


“Real estate activity is less than a year ago,” Thiele - 


said in a statement. “However, CPF revenues in 2022 
remain at historically high levels when compared to 
revenues before the pandemic. Revenues for the first 


five months of 2022 are the second highest in the 


24-year history of the program.” 

In the last 12 months, the CPF has generated $206.5 
million in revenue. 

But, as the real estate market has slowed a bit in 2022, 
so have the revenues under the community preserva- 
tion fund. In May of 2022, $17.29 million was brought 
in, as compared to the $18.52 million in May of 2021. 

All of the towns have seen a decrease in revenue, 
except for the Town of Riverhead, which saw a 47.2% 
increase after the May figures were tallied. River-

A Jamesport-based facility that currently 


‘grows medical marijuana recently got the 


green light from New York State regulators 
to start growing newly legalized recreational 
adult-use marijuana. 

The state Cannabis Control Board granted 
conditional cannabis cultivator licenses to 
Van de Wetering Greenhouses Inc. during its 
meeting on July 14. Columbia Care, one of 
the largest cultivators, manufacturers, and 


_ providers of cannabis products in the coun- 


try, bought the 32-acre facility for $42 million 
last year, got the state OK to grow medical 
marijuana there shortly later and then re- 
portedly leased back part of the facility to Van 
de Wetering Greenhouses Inc. 

The company was among 20 farms to get li- 
censed for recreational marijuana in the most 
recent round, bringing the statewide total to 
223, a handful of which are on the East End. 
Van de Wetering Greenhouses Inc. officials 
were not immediately available for comment. 

Cannabis grown outdoors can often have 
lower THC than plants grown indoors under 
lights. That makes it less desirable to some 
consumers. Growing weed under the sun with 
sustainable practices also requires far less 
energy than electricity-hungry indoor grows, 
which can result in a less costly product. 

Fellow Town of Riverhead-based farm- 
ers Peconic Growers and Plant Connection 
were previously granted licenses.. Besides 
the Riverhead farms, other local growers li- 
censed to farm legal weed are Big Sky Ranch 
Holdings LLC in Water Mill, Bridgehampton 
Loam LLC, Jennifer Bihm in Cutchogue, WJF 
Farms in Cutchogue, East End Flower Farm, 
Speonk-based Brian Klug Landscaping and 
Route 27 Hopyard in Center Moriches.

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Montauk Man Joseph Grippo Admits to 
Killing Friend in Love Triangle

n ex-con from Montauk has admitted to killing a 
8-year-old former friend in a jealous rage over a 
woman both were seeing three years ago. 

Joseph Grippo pleaded guilty July 18 to first-degree 
manslaughter at Suffolk County court in the death of of 
Robert “Panda” Casado, also of Montauk. The plea deal 
was reached after Grippo was about to go to trial on a 
charge of second-degree murder. 

“This defendant chose to hurt another human being 
because he was scorned, and ended up killing him,” 
said Suffolk County District Attorney Ray Tierney. 
“While his admission of guilt and incarceration provide 
a form of justice for the victim’s loved ones and family, 
it won't bring him back.” 

Prosecutors and Suffolk County police said the 
50-year-old man stabbed and bludgeoned Casado to 
death on a narrow, shrouded path frequently used as 
a shortcut through Kirk Park shortly after 7 a.m. on 
Thursday, June 6, 2019. Homicide Squad detectives 
arrested Grippo two weeks later following an investiga- 
tion with East Hampton Town detectives. He has since 
been held without bail at Suffolk County jail. 

Prosecutors said Grippo lured Casado to a secluded 
section of the path behind Second House and the Mon- 
tauk Indian Museum that connects Main Street and 
Second House Road. There, Grippo used a pickaxe to 
stab Casadon and strike him in the head with the blunt 
side of the tool, authorities said. He died of blunt force 
trauma a short time later. 

Grippo previously served two years in the Auburn

Correctional Facility after being convicted of attempted 
robbery in 1990 at age 18. Six years after he was pa- 
roled, he was convicted of armed robbery and assault 
with a weapon with intent to kill, among other felonies, 
and served 15 years at the Collins Correctional Facility. 
When he was released in 2012, he returned to Montauk, 
where he lived in his mother’s house on Old Montauk 
Highway and worked as a landscaper. Grippo faces up 
to 20 years to life in prison when he is scheduled to be 
sentenced September 7 by Judge Stephen Braslow. 
Gary Swanson, a friend of Casado’s father Benny 
Garces, was previously quoted as saying the family was 
crushed by the murder. “It’s a horror,” he said. “The dev- 
astation fans out and is bleeding into the family, bleed- 
ing into their friends, and bleeding into the community.”

Vaccine Clinics 
Coming to 
Hampton Bays

NM pop-up monkeypox vaccine clinics will 


open in mainland Suffolk County, in Hamp- | 


tons Bays and Bay Shore, after appointments for Fire 
Island clinics filled within an hour earlier this week, 
officials announced Friday. 

Suffolk County Department of Health has received 
an additional 1,750 monkeypox vaccine doses, 500 
of which will be used for the new clinics at Stony 
Brook Medicine’s Edie Windsor Healthcare Center 
and the Northwell Health community center at the 
Westfield Mall. The remaining 1,250 will be admin- 
istered as second doses. 

“We anticipate these appointments will go just 


as fast as last week and we are working with all 
our partners to get additional doses,” said Suffolk 
County Executive Steve Bellone. “We are confident 
that these vaccination efforts and the response we’ve 
seen so far are going to contain the spread and keep 
our residents safe.” 

There are currently four confirmed cases of mon- 
keypox in Suffolk and one in Nassau. 

The first Hampton Bays vaccination clinic was 
held Monday, July 18 and the next is Friday, July 
22 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. The Bay Shore clinic was 
scheduled for Wednesday, July 20. Appointments 
are required, and individuals must be eligible ac- 
cording to state guidelines. 

“Stony Brook Medicine is working closely with 
the Suffolk County Department of Health on our 
response to monkeypox, and we are aligned in pro- 
cesses for both the screening and protocols to ensure 
a seamless response when suspected cases are con- 
firmed,” said Dr. Todd Griffin, interim vice president 
for clinical services and vice dean for clinical affairs 
at Stony Brook Medicine. “We really need to remain 
vigilant and be encouraging vaccinations.”

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A 12th Windmill

5 thing that sets the Hamptons 
apart from any other resort in the 
United States is the remarkable collec- 
tion of historic old cedar-shingle wind- 
mills that sit prominently on lawns 
throughout the communities. 
There are 11 windmills. Other 
windmills exist elsewhere. 
But our collection of them is 
the largest in America. 

As a result of this, some 
visitors coming to the Hamp- 
tons do not consider they are 
really here until they see the first 
of them. It sits on a hill in Shinnecock. 
Playwright Tennessee Williams stayed 
in it when he taught a course at South- 
ampton College one summer. The next 
is on the village triangle in Water Mill. 
And after that, you see more and more 
of them as you drive through Bridge- 
hampton, Sagaponack, Wainscott, East 
Hampton (it has three on Main Street), 
Amagansett and Montauk. Eleven all 
together. 

There has always been a controversy 
about which communities comprise the 
Hamptons. It might include the North 
Fork. It might include Shelter Island. 
But because, no matter where you come 
out from the city, there are five major 
communities you go through before 
you get to see the first windmill at Shin- 
necock. Specifically, Westhampton 
Beach is one of them. And so it seems to 
not be a Hampton to those folks.. 

Until now. 

On July 7, an ancient windmill ap- 
peared on the Great Lawn at the en- 
trance to that town. It came — paraded 
down through Main Street actually — 
from a part of a private property in that 
Village’s eastern estate section where 
it had sat bladeless and unnoticed as a 
sort of tower for the last half century. 
Now it has been brought into town 
because the new owners of that estate 
(they paid $4 million) were unable to 
incorporate the windmill into their new 
construction. The windmill didn’t “fit 
in” to their plans. So they donated it to 
the village. 


But make no mistake. This windmill 
is authentic. And when fully restored, it 
will be bigger than any other one fur- 
ther east, and so, indeed and most defi- 


- nitely, Westhampton Beach will replace 


Shinnecock as the gateway, the first 
official village in the Hamptons. It will 
also be a remarkable historic cen- 
terpiece on the Great Lawn at 
the entrance to town where, 
today, it is being set up. 

And yet, there are impor- 

tant differences between 
this windmill, called the Gov. 
John Adams Dix Windmill, 

and any of the other 11 windmills 
further on. The others were all built 
between 1713 and 1820. This one was 
not built until two further generations 
had passed, in 1870. The others were 
all accessory farm buildings with two 
heavy, giant circular stones inside, that 
when turned by a gear powered by the 
turning blades, could rub together and 
grind corn or wheat into flour. Bagged, 
it would be sold for kitchen pantries in 
the saltbox homes of the early farmers 
and fishermen. 

Instead, this Westhampton Beach 
mill wasused to haul water from wells 
in the ground to a big water tank in the 
upper reaches of the mill. The water, 
when released into pipes throughout 
the house, now came down under pres- 
sure to provide — a wonder of the age in 
1870 — running water and flush toilets. 

The people who built these facilities 
— this predated municipal water works 
— were not farmers or fishermen. Those 
folks further east used outhouses. They 
were not very fancy people. 

But here in Westhampton, in 1870, 
with the Long Island Rail Road com- 
pleted, the rich members of the Man- 
hattan social set built big summer man- 
sions out east. There were hundreds of 
mansions, all built near the ocean. 

Imagine this! Flush toilets for the 
summer. Many built similar attached 
windmills. And for a long. time, New 
Yorkers referred to the Westhampton 
area as “Windmill Town.” 

A further clue to all this is the name 
of the person who built this particu-

lar summer home. John Adams Dix, a 
Manhattan banker, was elected gover- 
nor of New York State in 1872. Dix is a 
Dutch name. This part of Westhampton 
Beach was a summer colony for fashion- 
able people of Dutch heritage. Further 
east, New Yorkers of English heritage 
built their summer colonies. And they 
used small gasoline-powered engines 
to raise up their water. Why? Perhaps, 
having seen all the earlier windmills all 
around, they saw no point in building a 
new kind of windmill in 1870. 

Think of it. Earlier, the Dutch built 
Nieuw Amsterdam. And the Dutch in 
Europe certainly know windmills! ' 

The excitement of moving the Dix mill 
through downtown is told elsewhere in 
this publication as well as other publica- 
tions. It does remind some of us of the 
last time a historic structure was moved 
with fanfare. That was back in the 1990s 
when the Big Duck, a 20-foot tall rep- 
lica, was moved several miles from one 
part of Route 24A to another, returning 
it to its original spot in Flanders by the 
Peconic Bay from an earlier temporary 
location adjacent to a pony ride pasture 
on the northern border of the Sears Bel- 
low Park in Hampton Bays. : 

Some reporters have also said that 


the Westhampton windmill today is 
the only one still standing from that era 
back in the 1870s. But that is not true. 
Simply turning the pages in our Behind 
The Hedges magazine will reveal that 
currently, in addition to this windmill 
just moved, there are many more, bl- 
adeless but attached to Westhampton 
mansions, for sale at the present time. 
They include one at 25 Seafield Lane for 
sale for $3.99 million, one at 32 Beach 
Lane for sale for $5.65 million and one 
at 15 Sunswyk for $3.44. Moved to the 
Great Lawn (it is a Great Lawn), with 
blades restored, they could be a whole 
forest of historic windmills from the 
social set era. 

-Think of that, Westhampton Beach. 

Someday, I’m going to track down 
why the windmills further east were 
all built between 1713 and 1820 and 
then never after. Was it something 
to do with the advent of the steam 
engine in 1807? Was the soil in Wes- 
thampton too sandy for farms while 
the soil further east was rich loam, 
more amenable for agriculture? May- 
be there was a really good windmill 
salesman who blew through town in 
those earlier days. I’m sure there’s an 
explanation.

ast End U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) has 

$10 million less in his campaign war chest than 
Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul as the two face off 
ahead of Election Day in November. 

New York State campaign finance reports showed 
Hochul’s campaign had $11.7 million on hand, while 
the Zedin camp reported $1.6 million as of July 15, 
two weeks after the candidates each successfully 
fended off primary challengers. The gulf comes as 
Zeldin — who the governor called a “Trump extrem- 
ist” — paints the incumbent as a product of Albany’s 
systemic corruption. 

“Every month, Kathy Hochul has been unilater- 
ally extending her own COVID emergency powers 
without legislative approval, which results in new 
corners that she can cut to reward her campaign 
donors with massive government contracts,” Zeldin 
said, citing an Albany Times Union report that de-

tailed how the Hochul sent $637 million in business 
to one of her top campaign donors. “Not only must 
Hochul’s pay to play corruption come to an end, but 
so does her self-claimed. COVID emergency pow- 
ers.” 

The congressman and former state lawmaker 
hopes he can turn the tide in the blue state — Demo- 
crats have the edge in voter registration — and ride 
what pundits predict could be another red wave of 
Republican voters turning out in large numbers this 
fall as the midterm elections are anticipated to be 
a referendum on Democratic President Joe Biden’s 
first two years in office. 

“We must answer one question,” Hochul said after 
winning the primary last month, blasting Zeldin for 
his support for former President Donald Trump in 
voting against certifying the 2020 election results. 
“Are we going to move New York forward, or let the 
far-right extremist drag our state backwards?” 

In addition to outraising her opponent, the first 


woman governor is also banking on Democratic 
voters expressing outrage at the polls over the re- 
cent U.S. Supreme Court ruling that overturned 
Roe v. Wade guaranteeing women a constitutional 
right to an abortion. 

“He ... supports taking away women’s right to 
choose,” Hochul told NY1, pointing to Zeldin’s state- 
ment that he would appoint an anti-abortion health 
commissioner, if elected. 

Democratic supermajorities in both chambers of 
the state Legislature recently strengthened wom- 
en’s reproductive rights in response to the Supreme 
Court ruling. The odds are small of Republicans 
flipping both chambers to have a chance to repeal 
those measures. 

Besides pointing to scandals, Republicans are 
also hoping to muster an upset by painting Demo- 
crats as easy on crime. But the GOP faces a tough 
fight in getting that message out: The state’s Re- 
publican party had about $80,000 in the bank as 
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of July 11. That’s less than one-fourth 
the size of the Democratic party’s 
$376,000 war chest. 

Hochul’s biggest donors include real 
estate developers, hedge fund manag- 
ers, health insurer Fidelis and power- 
ful unions representing New York City 
hotel and restaurant workers. 

Her running mate, Lt: Gov. Antonio 
Delgado, got a boost from $943,000 
in television ads paid by the indepen- 
dent expenditure committee Protect 
Our Future, which is funded by crypto 
firm FTX CEO Sam Bankman-Fried. 

Zeldin’s top donors include FTX’s 
co-CEO Ryan Salame as well as major 
GOP donor, Home Depot co-founder 
and Long Island native Ken Langone. 

The candidates will be hosting fun- 
draisers to boost their coffers as they

continue to crisscross the state mak- 
ing their pitch to voters over the next 
three months. Debates between the 
two are likely to be held in the fall. 

In the June primary, Hochul scored 
an easy win over U.S. Rep. Tom Suozzi 
(D-Gen Cove) and New York City Pub- 
lic Advocate Jumaane Williams by 
nabbing two-thirds of the roughly 
860,000 Democratic voters and scor- 
ing wins in all 62 of the state’s coun- 
ties. 

Zeldin won his party’s primary 
with nearly 200,000 of 445,000 
Republican voters, though he lost 
Queens, Staten Island, Brooklyn and 
the Bronx to Andrew Giuliani, the 
son of former New York City Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani. Former Westchester 
County Executive Rob Astorino won 


his home county. Businessman Harry 
Wilson did not win any counties. The 
congressman won his home turf of 
Nassau and Suffolk counties on Long 
Island. 

Zeldin has vowed to repeal liberal 
criminal justice reforms, hire more 
police officers statewide and give 
judges discretion when setting bail, 
if elected. His campaign website also 
says he’ll “end all indoctrination and 
brainwashing” in schools and lift the 
cap on charter schools. 

Hochul, who took over after for- 
mer Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s resigna- 
tion and is now seeking her first full 
four-year term, is touting New York’s 
recent passage of laws expanding gun 
control, increasing spending on CO- 
VID-19 relief and protecting abortion 


patients and providers. 

The new campaign finance reports 
also showed Cuomo — who report- 
edly spent his exile in the Hamptons 
— used over $3.5 million of campaign 
funds over the past year to pay law 
firms that have represented him amid 
probes into allegations he sexually 
harassed female employees and relied 
on state employees and resources for 
his $5.1 million book deal. Those al- 
legations are being litigated in civil 
lawsuits, but criminal charges have 
not stuck. 

Cuomo has denied any wrongdoing, 
and has blasted an independent re- 
port that found he sexually harassed 
women in violation of civil rights laws.

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Bridgehampton Chamber Music Festival: 
Bach to Bluegrass and Beyond

te annual Bridgehampton Chamber Music Fes- 
tival (BCMF) kicks off this weekend, filling the 
Hamptons with the sounds of Mozart, Beethoven and 
bluegrass. With 11 concerts running July 24 through 
August 21 at Bridgehampton Presbyterian Church 
and other locations, this year’s festival will blur the 
lines and redefine the rigid definition of chamber 
music. 

BCMF Artistic Director and acclaimed flutist 
Marya Martin explains that this year’s theme of “One 
World. Many Worlds.” will demonstrate that despite 
different labels’ and cultural backgrounds, music 
genres, like people, exist on a continuum without 
clear boundaries. 

“When I curate these programs, life doesn’t happen 
in a vacuum. ... We wouldn’t be human if we didn’t 
think about what’s been going on from George Floyd 
to the Ukrainian War,” Martin says of the inspiration 
for the 2022 theme promoting unity. “It’s not a politi- 
cal statement, it’s just reacting to our life and where 
we've been.” 


Martin adds, “If you think that every single piece of 


music is accessible — which it is, in some way, shape or 
form — it will be. So the programs, for me, are trying 
to pinpoint that labels don’t really make it anymore.” 

One of the concerts that will highlight this point 
particularly well is the Wm. Brian Little Concert: 
Bach to Bluegrass. These seemingly unrelated genres 
have more in common than people realize, and Mar- 
tin looks forward to seeing the audience make the 
connection. 

“We're going to play one movement of Bach, and it 
finishes on a certain note,” she explains. “Then we’re 
going to go basically right into a bluegrass piece that 
starts on that same note, so it’s almost like another 
movement of the Bach.” 

The festival kicks off this Sunday, July 24, with A 
Mozart Portrait with Alan Alda. These Portraits have 
become an annual BCMF staple, taking the audience 
through the fascinating lives of the featured com- 
posers, and Alda has become synonymous with the 
program. 

“Alan writes the script himself. He pulls the letters 
together with the little narration in between, so we 
go through time and it’s a real little journey,” Martin 
says, adding that through Alda’s talent as an “incred- 
ible writer and word meister” paired with four time- 
less Mozart’s compositions and “risqué” letters in his 
own words, the audience is able to shut their eyes and 
“be taken back to the 18th century.” 

“T love putting together these stories about compos- 
ers, especially when I can work from the letters they 
wrote, just as they were composing each piece,” Alda 
says. “And that’s especially true of the Mozart eve- 
ning. His uhique personality shines through in both 
his music and his words.” 

Later this week, on Wednesday, July 27, Sandbox 
Percussion will lead this year’s free outdoor concert 
on the Bridgehampton church grounds. The four- 
man_-New York percussion group will take their audi-

ence around the world via a wide range of percussion 
rhythms, tempos and, of course, instruments. 

“The stage will be filled with different percussion 
instruments: the big drums, bongo drums, marim- 
bas, xylophones, instruments they’ve made them- 
selves,” Martin says. “They’re very intense, and the 
rhythm they work with is amazing.” 

Guests are invited to bring blankets and a picnic.

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Sound & Skate Festival Aims at 
Revitalizing Greenport Skate Park

cea has been home to a vibrant skateboard- 
ing scene and one of Long Island’s most exciting 
skate parks since it was built in 1998, but over the en- 
suing decades, that park slowly decayed and fell into 
a deep state of disrepair. The 20,000-square-foot 
playground for various wheeled sports — including 
skateboards, scooters, BMX bikes, inline skates (aka 
rollerblades) and the like — has the largest vert ramp 
(halfpipe) on Long Island, along with a variety of fun- 


boxes, quarter pipes, rails and other elements. But it — 


became rife with loose nails, rotten boards, cracked 
concrete, graffiti and trash. 

Though repair efforts were mounted, nothing 
ever really gathered the momentum needed to see 
things through, and the Greenport Skate Park’s fu- 
ture seemed bleak. However, all that is now changing 
thanks to a diverse group of residents who launched 
the Greenport Skate Park Revitalization Project via 
Greenport Skate Park Inc., a not-for-profit committee 
focused on making the park better than ever, while 
also using it as a place to foster positivity, growth and 
socialization for local kids. 

As part of that effort, which is raising money to 
make the necessary repairs and renovations, the 
Greenport Skate Park is hosting the Greenport Sound 


& Skate Festival, a special fundraising event featur- 


ing live music from eight to nine bands, a graffiti 
and mural contest with great artists and cash prizes, 
skateboarding competitions, vendors and more at the 
park (170 Moores Lane) on Saturday, August 6 from 
10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Chair of Greenport Skate Park Inc. Rena Wilhelm, 
a local business owner who runs The Weathered Barn 
boutique on Front Street, explains that the project 
took-shape a few years ago after an 11-year-old local 


boy, Dane Jensen, asked his mother to share pictures - 


of the ravaged park on social media. 

“We have a Facebook page called ‘Let’s Talk Village 
of Greenport,” Wilhelm says, describing the moment 
she saw the photos and found herself compelled to 
take up the ¢ause. “There was some unfortunate graf- 
fiti that happened and there were just some fixtures 
of cement that were crumbling, and this kid was like, 
‘What can we do?’ and reached out for help,” she 
recalls. “I saw the post and my heart kind of broke, 
and I’m one of those people who’s like, ‘OK, what do 
we have to do? Let’s get it done, without even any 
thought that I would eventually bee the chairper- 
son of this project.” 

Wilhelm, who is not a skater and does not have 
children, says she reached out to other likeminded 


locals, formed a committee and started trying to help 


by resurrecting a long defunct festival at the skate 
park in 2019. But just as things got rolling, COVID hit 
and derailed their work. “In a way, it was a blessing 
in disguise because I ended up meeting some other 
people who were instrumental in wanting to help, 
and it gave us that time to sort of get all our ducks in 
a row,” she says. “We also got our approval (to create) 
a not-for-profit entity.” 

Now, after three years, the Sound & Skate Festival

is back on, bigger and better funded than before. In 
addition to planning the festival, the committee and 
numerous volunteers have been gathering for weekly 
Wednesday evening “Work Sessions,” replacing rot- 
ten bits, board by board, adding metal sheaths and 
ripping out old, rusty screws in order to replace them 
with all-weather galvanized nails. “We did that as a 
committee, we just did that on our own,” Wilhelm 
says, pointing out that their work, including repaint- 
ing and general cleanup, has done much to improve 
the park already, but so much more needs to be done. 

“Tt’s really the south side of the park that we're con- 
centrating on, because the north side is the one that 
has the vert ramp,” she adds, noting that area skat- 
ers remain quite protective of the 40-foot-wide by 
12-foot-high ramp, which is rare to see at a municipal 
skate park. “We're taking into consideration all the 


_ people who skate there and what they like about the 


park, what they don’t. The vert ramp is one of those 
things, it’s a colossal skating accessory, for lack of a 
better word, that people do not want to get rid of,” 
Wilhelm says. “So it was important we restructured 
that and got underneath it, and made sure all the sup- 
ports were reinforced.” 

To completely raze the park and rebuild it from 
scratch would cost about $1 million, Wilhelm says, 
but by simply repairing and improving what’s already 
there, and fully redoing only the south side, the cost 
ends up closer to $250,000. “It’s not a major over- 
haul, it just needs some tweaking, and it would make 
a big difference,” she adds. 

The Sound & Skate Festival could do much to raise 
funds, but to put on the event, Wilhelm says they 
needed money to make money. Over Memorial Day 


weekend of this year, the committee held a “Decked 


Out” event, which had sponsors, as well as a fash- 
ion show and a benefit auction featuring skateboard 
decks repainted by 30 local artists. That raised about 
$30,000, and the committee used the money for fes- 
tival expenses, such as buying a sound system to be 
used at the upcoming festival and any future events 
at the park.

Wilhelm has also been in talks with the Skatepark 
Project (formerly the Tony Hawk Foundation), which 
will be offering grants for skate parks in 2023. She 
notes that the foundation tends to look more favor- 
ably upon projects that have already raised 30% of 
their goal. “So that’s sort of our immediate goal ... 
even if we get to like $100,000, then at least we can 
go back to the Skatepark Project and say, ‘Look, we’ve 
got this community invested in making this a better 
place. Then they’re more likely to help you,” she says, 

‘More than just fundraising, Wilhelm hopes the 
Greenport community will come to the festival and 
see that the skate park is a place of great positivity 
for local kids and adults alike. “...a lot of times people 
associate skate parks with seedy behavior, and it’s 
not that at all,” she says. “First of all, skateboarding 
is a gigantic industry, and not only from an entrepre- 
neurial side of business and design, and athleticism 
— there’s music influence, there’s fashion influence. 
So as part of the non-profit, those are also things that 
we are focused on, helping these kids navigate into 
different areas if they want to,” she continues. 

“T’ve never in my life seen another group of kids/ 
adults who welcome every single person into their 
circle. It’s not like an us vs. them, or beginners vs. 
advanced, or elders vs. kids — if someone wants to 


learn, you've got that whole group behind you oe 


ping and cheering you on. It’s awesome to watch, 
-Wilhelm says, acknowledging this unique subcaltebe 
without gatekeepers. “This generation of kids is just 
cheering other people on instead of being cliquey. And 
the whole female aspect of it, too. Seeing young girls 
getting out there, young-young with their little hel- 
mets on and gear, and trying some of these tricks, it’s 
awesome to see,” she adds. “It’s such a diverse sport/ 
activity that people need to rally around instead of 
making assumptions that it’s about something other 
than all the good parts.”

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A Talk with ‘Navalny’ Producer Diane _ 
Becker, SummerDocs Film Screening July 23

le Roher’s Navalny is an up- 
close-and-personal documentary 
about anti-authoritarian Russian op- 
position leader Alexei Navalny. The 
scenes are shot as the story unfolds 
while Navalny recovers from a coma 
brought on from being poisoned with 
a lethal nerve agent, allegedly by the 
Russian government. Navalny uncov- 
ers the truth about how he was poi- 
soned and courageously decides to 
return home to Moscow following his 
recovery, despite the danger it would 
place him in. The documentary will 
have a private screening on Saturday, 
July 23, at this year’s HamptonsFilm 
SummerDocs series, an extension of 
the Hamptons International Film Fes- 
tival. Following the screening, viewers 
will get the opportunity to participate 
in a Q&A with director Daniel Roher 
and HamptonsFilm artistic directors 
David Nugent and Alec Baldwin. 

Navalny is produced by Diane 
Becker, Shane Boris, Melanie Miller 
and Odessa Rae. We spoke with Beck- 
er about the production of the film, its 
reception and more. 


What inspired this docu- 
mentary? 

What happened was that our team 
was researching other projects in 
early 2020 and Daniel, the director, 
and Odessa Rae, one of the producers, 
were in Europe working on another 
project, and through a series of events 
were introduced to Christo Grozev of 
the Bellingcat. And this other proj- 
ect ultimately was sort of put on a bit 
of a backburner. And at one point, 
Christo, you know, said something to 
Daniel like, “Hey, do you know who 
Navalny is?” And Daniel's like, “Yes, 
I know who he is.” And then Christo 
said, “Well, I think I might know who 
poisoned him.” This was in early fall 
of 2020. ... And so Daniel, Odessa, 
and Christo found themselves driving 
across the border into the Black For- 
est in Germany, in the fall of 2020, 
as Alexei is recovering from the coma 
after being poisoned, and they met 
with him and his family and the team. 
I think Daniel felt the history being 
being made and thought, “Let’s turn 
the camera on and just see what hap- 
pens.” Also, Navalny was obviously 
receptive, and he’s a very media savvy 
person, so he agreed and off we went.

How soon following his 
poisoning did the Navalny 
team begin production? 

The. poisoning was in late August of 
2020, and we began shooting in Octo- 
ber of 2020, so fairly soon afterwards. 
We ended up filming from October 
through January of 2021, when he 
was detained at the airport in Russia: 


Did the team encounter any | 


obstacles while trying to 
capture Navalny’s journey? 
The obstacles we encountered were 
sort of obvious in the sense that we re- 
ally did not talk about the project at 
all. We didn’t tell anyone that we were 
filming. I really don’t think anybody 
outside of Maria on Navalny’s team 
knew that we were filming. It was very, 
very secretive and locked down; we 


weren't even sending emails to each 
other regarding the film. We were 
communicating through encrypted 
texts and things like that. 

This is like one of these projects 
where we didn’t tell anybody what we 


were doing for well over a year, until - 


basically just before the official Sun- 
dance announcement.. 


What is the general reac- 
tion that the team has 
received about the docu- 
mentary thus far? 

Overall, I think people are really 
moved. I think they’re sort of horri- 


fied to see the real truth to how far’ 


Putin will go to silence his critics, 
and I think this really put some con- 
text to very real circumstances as to 
what’s happening in Ukraine right

now. I think when audiences watch 
it, they're shocked. They’re horrified! 
But they’re also inspired by Alexei, his 
bravery and courage to stand up for 
his convictions. : 


Would you say Navalny 
caused a lot of viewers to 
like Alexei Navalny and/ 
or essentially become his 
allies? 

.My team and I always talk about 
it, and I think it ‘makes people think 
about where they’re living and what 
their circumstances are, and also 
makes them realize that it’s important 
to speak up and fight for democratic 
rights. One person can make a differ- 
ence. I think that’s what’s inspiring 
about the film is it can make a differ- 


ence. 


It recently broke that Naval- 
ny has just been transferred 
to a more brutal prison, 


‘better known as a torture 


chamber. Why do you think 
he is seen as such a threat 
to the Russia government? 

He’s not afraid to speak out against 
the corruption in the government. 
He’s in prison with clear proof. The 
foundation and the organization has 
done a lot of investigative work to ex- 
pose the hypocrisy and the lies and 
the corruption within the govern- 
ment. And, as we know, Putin doesn’t 
like that. Alexei is not the first person 
they’ve poisoned, so this is a repeated 
pattern of abusive behavior. 


And lastly, was the Navalny 
team ever wary about re- 
leasing this film, given the 
reaction that you would 
receive from Russia? 

Yeah, I think we obviously worried a 
little bit ... but I think the entire team 
believes in an idea of standing up for 
free speech and human rights and 
fair elections and all of those things. 
And I think in many ways, we're also 
inspired and spurred on by Alexei’s 
mantra, which is to not be afraid to 
speak the truth, and we use that as 
a sort of a guide to keep moving for- 
ward.

( ae is no shortage of 
& beautiful Long Island 
rosés. The quintessentially 
perfectly pink hot weather 
wine comes in many differ- 
ent hues, levels of sweetness, 
both sparkling and still, and 
from many different locally 
sourced grapes. Two lively 
expressions of rosé are the 
2020 Macari Rosé and the 
2020 Estate Sparkling Rosé 
from Lieb Cellars. 

Let’s start with the still 
wine from Macari. This rosé 
is a Malbec and cabernet 
France blend. It’s a lovely 
crystal peony pink color, 
just a shade deeper than 


salmon. The fruit-forward 
nose and palate has notes of 
stone fruit peach, nectarine, 
apricot, and watermelon. 
This stainless steel fer- 
mented wine’s clean fresh 
taste pairs brilliantly with 
summer fruits, and salads, 


light pasta dishes, appetiz- _ 


ers, and seafood. It also 
drinks wonderfully on its 
own enjoying time spent 
outside with friends. The 
wine retails for $24. 
Looking to add a few fun 
bubbles to your rosé? The 
2020 Lieb Estate Sparkling 
Rosé is flawless. Don’t be 
surprised, this wine, though 
a rosé, looks white. Rosé 
wines are pink from skin 
contact during the wine- 


making process. The longer 
the skin contact, the deeper 
the color. Almost all wine- 
making grapes are actually 
white inside. That is why a 
wine made with pinot noir, 
usually a red wine, can still 
be white. This particular 
sparkling wine is produced 
in the traditional method 
used to produce Cham- 
pagne. And, like many tra- 
ditional Champagnes it is 
created with pinot noir and 
chardonnay.

}ummer has arrived and noth- 
ing pairs better with local Long 
Island seafood than a chilled 

crisp glass of Sancerre. However, 
much to our chagrin that glass of 


_ Sancerre seems to be getting a bit 


pricey, if you can even find it at all. 


There’s a few reasons for this pre- 


-dicament. First of all, a spring frost 


_ in 2021 devastated crops all over 
~ France, particularly in the Loire Val- 


ley. Farmers did what they could to 
combat the sub-zero temperatures 
by lighting candles, and rolling out 
heating cables; but this only limited 
the damage leaving many winemak- 


_ ers in short supply. 


Besides the shortened supply, 


_ there’s also shipping snafus. Orders 


in, only the distributor can’t get it 
to the store because its still sitting 
out in New York Harbor waiting to 
be sent to their warehouse. Lucki- 


ly, local wine shops like Six Corners 


in Westhampton Beach saw this 
coming and started stock piling 
Sancerre. 


So, our first suggestion for combat- 
ing this years’ Sancerre shortage is 
to buy your favorite brand in bulk. 
Stock up, just like we did, especial- 
ly if you want to be drinking it all 


summerlong. Plus, most places will 


tag ona discount for buying cases 
so your actually saving money by 
buying more. 


Our second suggestion would be to 
start trying different winemakers, 
or different areas of the Loire Val- 
ley such as Menetou-Salon, Reuilly 
or Touraine. Talk to your local wine 
shop and have them make a sug- 
gestion based on something you’ve 
enjoyed in the past. Or, ask them if 
they can bring in cases of the spe- 
cific one you are looking for. 


Our third a final suggestion would 
be to start trying Sauvignon Blanc 
and blends from different areas of 


France, or dare we even say, some | 


local Sauvignon Blanc. 


Some great options include one of 
our favorite Sancerre substitutes, 
Famille Lauverjat Vin de Pays de 
Loire Sauvignon. These 30-year- 
old parcels are located just outside 
the official appellation of Sancerre 
which is why it is a Vin de Pays 
de Loire Sauvignon. Built like a 
Sancerre, by a Sancerre producer, its 
basically Sancerre, but isn’t. It also 
goes for about $10.00 less than a 
bottle of Sancerre. 


Other price savvied options include 
getting Sauvignon Blanc. blends 
from Bordeaux or from the Cotes 
de Gascogne. True, these wines 
are rarely 100 Sauvignon Blanc, 
but they have all the hallmarks of 
Sancerre. White Bordeaux’s are typ- 
ically blended with Semillon and 
or Muscadelle. Some of our favor- 
ites include Hervé Dubourdieu’s 
Graville-Lacoste Graves Blanc, or 
Chateau Montaigut’s Cotes de Bourg 
Blanc, both costing under $25.00. 
Cote de Gascognes will typically 
include Colombard, Ugni Blanc and 
Gros Manseng and tend to run on 
the less expensive side. Our favor- 
ite being Olivier Gessler’s Cotes de 
Gascogne which is just over $10.00 
a bottle! 


Our final suggestion would be to 
go local! Some excellent examples 
of Sauvignon Blanc would be from 
Macari or McCall. As we like to say, 
and is the cardinal rule for food and 
wine pairing, if it grows together, it 
goes together!

Renovated North Fork Hotel Helmed 
by Charming Husband-Wife Duo 


THE HARVEST INN IN PECONIC

| eile on the Harvest Inn in Peconic are offi- 
ially complete, roughly one year after new own- 
ers Stacey and Steve Isaacs purchased the North Fork 
property and business. Since moving from Manhat- 
tan during the pandemic, they've reopened the bou- 
tique hotel to great success, and after three decades 
of marriage, they’re learning just how well they work 
together. 

Before the pandemic, the Isaacs were content Man- 
hattanites, but as the virus raged on, they decided it 
was time to, at least, keep an eye open for new pos- 
sibilities. 

“Thad not been wanting to leave Manhattan; COVID 
kind of changed things,” Stacey explains. “Steve is a 


labor lawyer and has a lot to do with law enforcement _ 


and other things, and he was out there as an essential 
worker every single day. So the two of us thought it 
was time to get out of there (but) didn’t know where 
we were going to go.” 

When their daughter Shelby and her now-fiancé 
visited after a recent North Fork trip, with stunning 
photos in-hand, no one yet new what exciting possi- 
bilities lay ahead. 

“They showed us pictures of the North Fork, which 
I hadn’t been to in about 30 years, and I did what I al- 
ways do when someone shows me beautiful pictures,” 
Stacey says. “Jump online to look at what the real es- 
tate is, what’s selling, what it’s like out there. As soon 
as I did that, I saw that the Harvest Inn was for sale.” 


Stacey and Steve then discussed if this was an op- 
portunity they'd be prepared to seize, and they de- 
cided to scope the place out. They stayed at the inn for 
one night, introduced themselves to the owners, then 
made an offer the next week. 
~ “Stacey has always wanted to run a bed and break- 
fast. She’s a trained chef, she’s an acupuncturist, she’s 
into Chinese medicine; I’m a lawyer and have been do- 
ing this for 30 years,” Steve says. “So we said, maybe 
it’s her time to take the lead on what we may want to 
do. And with Zoom and many things being online, I 
was able to transition my law practice from the city to 
out on the North Fork.” 

He continues, “It was an opportunity to do some- 
thing that we've thought about. ... Circumstances led 


_ to us finding a place that we knew we could make our 


own and put our little stamp on it.” 

However, before they could leave their mark on the 
North Fork, the quaint, bucolic area would leave its 
mark on them, easing them into a slower pace and a 
clearer mindset. 

“Usually, ’'m the one who adjusts faster to things, 
but in this instance, Steve adjusted way faster than I 
did. I love it here, but I also love the city,” Stacey says. 
“We are very different people, and this is one of the 
few spots where we could both be happy, other than 
the city.” 

Other than his law business, Steve’s passions 
aligned nicely with the North Fork lifestyle: the two 
dogs he trains, his position as board member and 
horse trainer for Pal-O-Mine, his volunteer work with 
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OWNERS STEVE AND STACEY ISAACS 


the Wounded Warrior Project, and even his recent re- 
cruitment to the local fire department. 

“It’s a different way of living than we've ever lived 
before — among the wineries, and the farms, and the 
cows and all that,” Steve says, adding that he and Sta- 
cey are quickly becoming experts on the area, build- 
ing relationships with local breweries, restaurants, 
golf courses, art galleries and such. “There’s so much 
to do, that it’s not really a one-stop vacation.” 

As part of his new innkeeper position, this new- 
found expertise and networking is vital. He can make 
itinerary recommendations, help place reservations

and get guests excited about the beautiful area they're . 


visiting. 

“As a lawyer, even though you help people, nobody 
really wants to speak to a lawyer — they’ve got prob- 
lems, they're not happy — but as an innkeeper, ev- 
erybody finds me much more charming,” Steve says. 
“Greeting people here, they look forward to seeing 
you.” 

Stacey is the master chef of the operation. Among 
her offerings are three-course breakfasts paired with 
healthy juice shots that are infused with Chinese me- 
dicinal ingredients. “We have a decadent breakfast 
that’s healing,” she says. 

“She’s had some people that she introduced to 
herbal remedies and other ways to eat healthy, and 
watching her talk to them and get them interested — 
because not everybody always accepts that — really 
has been an interesting thing to watch,” Steve adds. 
“Our strengths are in different areas, but they seem to 
have all come together.” 

With how seamlessly Stacey and Steve’s unique 
skills complement each other's abilities, some may 
find it surprising that this is their first business ven- 
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ture together since working as criminal defense attor- 
neys for the Legal Aid Society when they met decades 
ago. 

“This is our first venture together,” Stacey confirms. 

“We're married 30 years,” Steve says, jumping in to 
clarify. 

“Alright, so that’s the first venture,” Stacey agrees, 
adding that their two adult children, Ryan and Shelby, 
would be their second successful venture. 

When it came to renovations, Stacey and Steve 
started off with a simple plan: give the Harvest Inn 
a literal new coat of paint. They then quickly realized 
that each room was in need of a new TV, a Samsung 
smart TV with Netflix, and that meant each room (and 
the grounds outside) would need access to high-speed 
WiFi. Having bought an inn during a pandemic, they 
decided to replace all the linens, from sheets to towels, 
then the mattresses had to go, too (replaced with the 
same mattress brand used by the five-star Mandarin 
Oriental Hotel Group). 

“I think we ended up keeping maybe three pieces 
of furniture in the whole house, because it was just 
the domino effect,” Stacey says. “Everything is white, 
light and modern. That’s how we like it, and it turns 
out that’s how everybody else likes it, so it turned out 
well.” 

Other upgrades to the Harvest Inn include a lighted 
koi pond, bike rentals and an amenities closet packed 
with water, beach passes, umbrellas, beach towels and 
chairs, all free of charge. The Isaacs have also begun 
featuring local artists and have displayed paintings 
from William Ris Gallery and photography by bay- 
man Chris Hamilton throughout the boutique hotel. 

“We work hard, and one of the,things we do enjoy is 
traveling. And when we're traveling, we look for things 
that we can’t always find everywhere else,” Steve ex- 
plains of their renovation philosophy. “When we came 
here, one of the things we thought was: ‘If I was go- 
ing to come here, what would I like it to be?’ While 
the structure is beautiful, and the guy who built it 20 
years ago did a phenomenal job, there were just things

we wanted to modernize and upscale.” 

Now that they have one successful year of running 
the Harvest Inn under their belts, Stacey and Steve 
would like to begin offering even more personal ser- 
vices soon. The two ideas they’re hoping to get started 
in the coming months include wine tastings with light 
bites, and North Fork farm tours that lead to health- 
minded cooking classes. 

“Serving wine and cheese is not saving the world, 
and having somebody sleep here and have an enjoy- 
able breakfast — obviously there are more serious 
things in the world,” Steve says. “However, making 
somebody’s life and weekend a little bit better — be- 
cause everybody works hard and everybody has these 
stresses — (and contributing) a little bit of joy and de- 
stressing to people ... I think it’s a nice feeling.” 

He adds that reading reviews, hearing positive 
feedback and getting return guests have been incred- 
ibly uplifting, and.the feeling is especially fulfilling 
achieving success alongside Stacey. 

“The rewarding part is the seamless transition of 
working together and having the faith in each other 
that, yeah, this is something we can do,” Steve says. 
“And it’s something that we have, in our opinion, 
thrived at very quickly.” 

Stacey adds that, for her, the special occasions are 
especially rewarding — playing a key role in people’s 
engagements, weddings, anniversaries, reunions and 
other memorable moments. 

“We've had lots of friend trips out here, like people 
who are looking for places to reunite with their college 
buddies, and they all happen to meet here, because 
were so easy to get to on the ferry from Connecticut 
and Boston. So for people who went to school all over 
the place, it turns out that this end of the world here 
on Long Island is a great meeting place for all those 
people,” she says.

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Health on the Frontlines: New Research on Longevity

ik a recently published British 
study conducted in England, 
5,000 people were followed for nine 
years. The study found that those 
who added salt on their food had 
a 28% higher risk for premature 
death than those who did not. The 
men died two years younger and the 
women one and a half years younger. 
Processed food already is high in 
salt, and some chefs use a significant 
amount in cooking. We need salt to 
live, but excess, like everything else, 
can cause problems like high blood 
pressure. In the above study, the risk 
was adjusted for other factors like 
smoking, diabetes, obesity and high 
blood pressure. 

Another interesting study from 
the European Society of Cardiology 
published out of St. Vincent’s Uni- 
versity Hospital in Dublin, Ireland 
found that if you drink more than 
one bottle of wine per week or three 
and a half (500 ml size) cans of beer 
per week, you have a 4.5% higher

accelerates aging and premature 
death. 

The last interesting study was out 
of Finland which showed that regu- 
lar weekly use of a sauna reduced 
cardiovascular and stroke deaths 
significantly. The sauna users also 
had lower blood pressures. The the- 
ory is that the heat and temperature 
changes “exercise your blood ves- 
sels,” and the resulting movement 
prevents stiffening and hardening of 
the arteries, similar to what aerobic 
exercises do. As the ancient Greeks 
would say, “The more we learn and 
the more we know, the more we re- 
alize how much we don’t know.” It’s 
nice to see science producing action- 
able data that we can interpret and 
use to have a longer health span.

New Monkeypox Vaccination Site Out East 
and the Latest in HIV Care & Prevention at 
the Edie Windsor Healthcare Center

irst COVID, now monkeypox. It’s 
been another year of alarming 
health headlines. 

With the United States in the midst 
of its largest-ever monkeypox out- 
break (New York City is the epicenter 
of the current outbreak, account- 
ing for more than 25% of the cases 
in the U.S.; there are currently four 
confirmed cases in Suffolk and one 
in Nassau, according to the CDC), we 
thought it was a good time for a well- 
ness check-in with Dr. Eric Lella, the 
Director of the Edie Windsor Health- 
care Center in Hampton Bays which 
just this week administered 250 
doses of monkeypox vaccines that it 
received from the Suffolk County De- 
partment of Health. 

Dr. Lella shared his insight on mon- 
keypox and its risk to the LGBTQ+ 
community. He also discusses the 
latest in HIV care and prevention and 
the importance of primary care and 
routine screenings for overall well- 
ness and good health. 


Before we get to monkeypox 
and the new pop-up vaccine 
clinic, outline the services 
you provide at the Edie 
Windsor Healthcare Center. 

We provide HIV treatment, HIV 
prevention, comprehensive STI (Sex- 
ually Transmitted Infections) screen- 
ing (the medical community calls it 
STI, we don’t call it STDs anymore), 
mental health services for HIV and 
LGBTQ+, primary care/family medi- 
cine — includes: adolescents, teenag- 
ers, adults, geriatrics, women’s health 
(pap smears, DEXA and mammogram 
ordering). 

There’s no stigma here. I tell my 
patients, “I’m a gay man, I’ve heard 


it all, I’ve got plenty of LGBT friends. 


— nothing is going to shock me.” This 
is a comfortable space, we talk freely, 
we don’t have to be fearful. The main 
reason for coming here is the patient 
can feel comfortable because we're 
already aware of all these different 
types of sexual practices that we know 


mainly through humans and animals 
in Africa and is spreading interna- 
tionally. It is a rare viral infection that 
can cause rashes, bumps, or blisters 
on or around the genitals’or in other 
areas: hands, feet, chest, or face, that 
may be itchy or painful. It can also 
cause swollen lymph nodes, flu-like 
symptoms, such as fever, headache, 
muscle aches, chills, and fatigue. 
These symptoms may occur before or 
after the rash appears, or not at all. 
The monkeypox case-fatality ratio 
in recent times for the West African 
clade of monkeypox has been 1% and 
might be higher in immunocompro- 
mised persons, according to 
the CDC. Monkeypox is usu- 
. ally a self-limited disease 
with symptoms lasting 
from two to four weeks. 
Anyone can contract 
monkeypox, but those 
with a higher risk of 
exposure to monkeypox 
include members of the 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
gender non-conforming community, 
and other communities of men who 


we need to screen for. 


Tell us about the new mon- 
keypox pop-up clinic out 
east. 

The monkeypox pop-up vacci- 
nation clinic at the Edie Windsor 
Healthcare Center (Hampton Bays) 
opened this week (two days: July 18 
and July 22). Appointments filled 
up within 48 hours for the limited 
doses of the monkeypox vaccine (500 
doses, enough for 250 people) that 
we received from the Suffolk County 
Health Department. We heard about 
scheduling sites for other vaccination 
pods that crashed within the 
first 30. minutes after the 
announcement. It’s bon- 
kers in the city. 

Out east, more doses 
will be available in the 
future and we encour- 
age people to constantly 
check the Suffolk County 
DOH Monkeypox resourc- 
es site at suffolkcountyny. 
gov/monkeypox for the most current 
updates. Dates will be added as they 
become available.

gaged in intimate or skin-to-skin con- 
tact with others in the past 14 days in 
areas where monkeypox is spreading. 


What is monkeypox and 
why is it of particular con- 
cern to the LGBTQ+ com- 
munity? 

Monkeypox is a virus in the same 
family as smallpox, cowpox, horse- 
pox, camelpox, but with slightly dif- 
ferent symptoms. It had surfaced 


How is monkeypox spread- 
ing? 

Monkeypox is spreading in large 
communal gatherings and certain 
sites — clubs, sex parties, bars — 
where lots of people are crowding into 
small spaces and there’s prolonged 
skin-to-skin contact and exposure 
to respiratory secretions — so if a lot 
of people are at a circuit party and 
they are all shirtless and they are all 
breathing on each other, that’s two 
forms of possible transmission. The 
common use of dating and hookup 
apps has been a contributor to the fast 
spread in this community. 

Monkeypox can also spread through 
shared towels, clothing or sheets, so if 
somebody with monkeypox is sleep- 
ing in bed sheets and somebody else 
sleeps in those bed sheets, they can

potentially spread it. 


There are reports of many 


shortages and delays in get- 


ting monkeypox vaccines 
— why? 

The current monkeypox vaccine has 
been around and was FDA-approved 
in 2019 (it covers for smallpox as well). 
They are manufactured in Europe by 
a small company, we are just waiting 
for additional FDA approval from the 
production sites and for it to be re- 
leased from storage and then sent to 
state and county health departments 
who release it to community vacci- 
nation sites. It is all frozen and has 
to be handled properly, it can’t just 
be FedEx-ed overnight to the clinics. 
The monkeypox vaccine is two shots, 
given four weeks apart. 


Switching gears, what are 
some of the newest treat- 
ments for HIV? 

The older regimens used to be mul- 
tiple pills and sometimes multiple 
times a day. We have some newer 
treatments that can potentially take 
it down to a single pill daily for some 
patients. 

The newest HIV treatment available 
over the last couple of months is an in- 
jectable medication which we do here 
in the office that is every two months; 
the patient is given an injection and 
that is their HIV medication, they do 
not have to take a daily pill and that 
keeps them virally suppressed. Its 
brand name is. Cabenuva. There are 
some injectable medications that are 
in trials right now that would poten- 
tially bring that out to an injection 
every six months. 
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Explain PrEP in terms of 
HIV prevention. 

PrEP (Pre-exposure Prophylaxis) 
is a medication that will prevent 
those at risk from contracting HIV. 

PrEP for HIV prevention was first 
approved by the FDA in 2012 and 
finally there has been a larger cam- 
paign for it to be offered more widely 
to anybody who is at a higher risk — 
that includes men who have sex with 
men, sexually minoritized women, 
transgender individuals, IV drug us- 
ers, anybody who has multiple sexual 
partners or anonymous sexual part- 
ners that they are not using protec- 
tion with, and that extends out to 
people who are having anonymous 
sex and while using party ‘drugs. 
That’ 's where the risk of infection can 
be quite high because that’s when 
condom usage kind of goes out the 
window. © 

PrEP, if taken daily without missed 
doses, is over 99% effective. It is cov- 
ered by insurance and a couple of

Most exciting, there is also a new 
injectable form of PrEP that just 
came out — the brand name is Apre- 
tude — that’s an injection in the office 
every two months and no daily pill is 
needed. 


How has HIV care im- 
proved over time? 

If somebody is adequately treated 
and we achieve a viral suppression, 
undetectable equals untransmissable 
and that’s one of the important parts 
of HIV care. It’s not a death sentence 
if caught and treated properly. 

The goal is to screen for HIV often 
and link any newly diagnosed pa- 
tients to immediate care. If we can 
get patients on medication regimens 
and virally suppressed, they’re going 
to have a normal life span.

What specific primary care 
do you recommend for the 
LGBTQ+ population? 

Many LGBTQ+ patients will skip 
screenings because they either don’t 
feel they are at risk or they lack access 
to primary care. Studies show the 
LGBTQ+ community has higher rates 
of substance/alcohol/tobacco abuse, 
obesity, risk of physical and sexual 
abuse/intimate partner violence. We 
recommend regular health main- 
tenance screenings: colon, breast, 
cervical, anal cancer screening. We 
offer comprehensive STI screenings 
specific to all types of sexual prac- 
tices that isn’t typically offered at 
other primary care offices. Different 
sexual practices carry different risk 
factors so proper immunizations are 
important. 

We also need to think about proper 
mental health screenings. We know 
that mental health illnesses are much 
more prevalent in the LGBTQ+ com- 
munity than they are in the general

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Historic Chequit Reopens on Shelter Island 
With Many Updates, 3 New Restaurants 


BY BERNADETTE STARZEE 


Ihe reopening of the historic 

Chequit has created a stir on Shel- 
ter Island, with residents and visitors 
alike clamoring for a peek inside the 
newly renovated hotel that has been 
an integral part of the island’s history 
for 150 years. 

Overlooking Dering Harbor in 
Shelter Island Heights, the Chequit 
reopened on Memorial Day weekend 
with- three new restaurant-and-bev- 
erage concepts along with major up- 
dates that respect the storied history 
of the building. 

“Everybody is so excited to see The 
Chequit back to life,” said Stacey So- 
loviev, director of community rela- 
tions for the Soloviev Group, which 
purchased the property at auction in 
March 2020 and soon undertook a 
major renovation. The Soloviev Group 
owns several properties on the East 
End, including Peconic Bay Vineyards 
and Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm, 
both in Cutchogue. 

The Chequit includes a main build- 
ing with 19 renovated guest rooms 
and two additional buildings with a 
combined 16 guest rooms. 

The overhaul concentrated primari- 
ly on the main building, which houses 
the main lobby and the restaurants. 

“For me, the most important aspect 
was that the lobby feel like a living 
room that welcomes people to the 
hotel and the island — where guests 
could mingle with locals and feel the 
area and the place,” Soloviev said. 

Designed with soft shades of white 
and beige, the inviting lobby flows into

the restaurants, which are led by Chef 
Noah Schwartz and include Weak- 
fish Sushi & Noodle, featuring New 
Asian cuisine. “Chequit” is a Native 
American word for weakfish, a white 
fish that abounded in the Peconic 
Bay when the property first opened 
in 1872. Weakfish Sushi & Noodle’s 
menu includes sushi rolls, sashimi 
and ramen dishes, with pork, chicken, 
seafood and vegetable choices. 

Heights Café & Wine Bar, named for 
The Chequit’s Shelter Island Heights 
location, is a coffee shop with home- 
made pastries by day that morphs into 
a wine bar with a selection of wines, 
cheese boards and light bites by late 
afternoon. 

The Tavern is a New American con- 
cept with a farm-to-table menu fea- 
turing steaks, homemade pasta dish- 
es, seafood platters, pulled duck BBQ, 
filet mignon sliders, smashburgers 
and a raw bar. Serving lunch and din- 


ner, The Tavern includes a large center 
bar and an antique billiard table that 
came from The Chequit’s original din- 
ing room. 

All of the eateries feature outdoor 
seating options, which was an impor- 
tant focus in the redesign, according 
to General Manager Ben Levine. 

“Outdoor dining has always been 
part of The Chequit, where people 
have always enjoyed lounging around 
the beautiful wraparound porch, eat- 
ing fresh food and drinking cocktails,” 
Levine said. “But the pandemic defi- 
nitely gave us a push to put an extra” 
emphasis on outdoor dining.” 

Weakfish opens to a newly created 
back terrace, while there are four new 
semi-private dining areas with water 
views. 

“We've added fire pits, which will 
allow for outdoor dining into the fall 
months,” Levine said. “As anyone who 
spends time out here knows, Septem- 
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ber and October are magical times to 
be on the East End, especially Shelter 
Island.” 

The guest rooms were redesigned 
with soft lighting and muted shades 
of white for a coastal feel, with shiplap 
walls and oars serving as guestroom 


_ signs. Tubs were added to some of 


the bathrooms, which also feature 
elements like rain showers and glass 
partitions. 

“We also brought the rooms up to 
modern expectations, with central 
air conditioning, heating and sound- 
proofing and the addition of mini 
fridges and TVs,” Levine said. Free 
Wi-Fi is also available throughout The 
Chequit. 

In its early days, the property served 
as a gathering place for members of 
the Methodist Church who came to the 
island on summer retreat and stayed 
in nearby cottages. The cottages did 
not have kitchens, so the visitors had 
all their meals at the property, which 
they simply called “The Restaurant.” 

The Chequit became an inn in the 
early 20th century and soon earned 
a reputation for live music and late- 
night parties. Over the years, it played 
host to celebrities, including Marilyn 
Monroe, Arthur Miller and a Kennedy. 
or two. ! 

“The building is celebrating its 
150th anniversary this year, and it 
hasn't gotten much more than a face- 
lift in the last 50 to 70 years, so it was 
long overdue for the love and the work 
that Stacey put into it,” Levine said. 

Community is one of the pillars of 
the Soloviev Group, from hiring local 
to working with other businesses in 
the area. The Chequit started a new 
artist-in-residence program this sum- 
mer that will feature the work of East 
End artists in the lobby, restaurants 
and a newly created exhibition gallery. 
The property also offers local prod- 
ucts, such as fresh juices from The 
Giving Room in Southold and donuts 
from Dreesen’s in East Hampton, and 
is planning to collaborate with local 
winemakers on food pairings. 

“Every local has a ‘Chequit first’ 
story, such as their first kiss or their 
first beer, and having the local com- 
munity come by and seeing their faces 
of shock: and awe at what has been 
done — it is incredibly rewarding to 
be a part of this project and be able 
to provide this experience to the com- 
munity,” Levine said. he
